Issued by the Publicity Com- 
missioner, Govt. Buildings, Ed- 
monton, Saturday, J uly 29,1922. 

The crop situation in Adverta 
has reached a condition shere 
it is possible to make a fairly 
detinile statement respecting 
the probable harvest. —, 

Taking the province, as a 
whole, the crop is uneve; On 
new breaking aud on. well, 
worked summer fallow, jields 
of from 80 to 40° bushels of 
wheat are expected, in almost 
every part, On stubble plow- 
ing, both fall and spring, the 
yields over three-quarters of 
the province will be light. The 
oat crop isa very short stand 
and the yields will not be as 
large as for several years past. 
A very considerable portion of 
the oat crop will be cut by 
mowers, for hay. In some dis- 
tricts this work has already 
commenced, 

The area from Calgary south 
extending to the boundary will 
have the heaviest erop since 
1915, although on small portions 


of this area, particularly on the | 
lighter soils, there will be some | 


small crops.

The whole south-western part 
of the province has been favor 
ed with good rains. In addi- 
tion to this a reserve of mbis- 
ture was held over from last 
season, the fallrains being quite 
plentiful. 

The south-eastern part of the 
province has not been so fav- 
oved. Fairly good rajus have 
fallen but the crop is sothewhat 
spotted. 

In the whole of the south, a 
heavy yield of rye is antici 
ed and cutting of this crop 
now ractically completed: 
Most of the farmers have har- 
vested part of the rye crop. for 
hay. ‘This will mean that the 
farmers of the south should 
not have to import much feed 
for the coming season, 

The whole central aud nor- 
thern part of the province has 
been short of rain throughout 
the season. If rain wereto 
come at the present time, it 
would materially improve the 
later sown green feed and hay. 

Loss from grasshoppers has 
been very small throughout the 
infested territory owing to the 
energetic campaign waged 
against the pest. Poisoning 
will have to continue for some 
little time yet, particularly in 
the breeding grounds. 

The department hascommen- 
ced investigations respecting 
hay supply in the northern 
areas, A considerable amount 
of hay has already been locat- 
ed. The drying-up of sloughs 
will make it possible to secure 
hay on lands that have not been 
cut for some years past. 

It is somewhat early yet to 
make a detailed statement re- 
garding average yields for the 
province, If rains were to 
come at the present time, dur- 
ing the filling period, it would 
very materially improve the 
situation,

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Lively Debate In 


Alberta Legislature 
Over The Wheat Bill 


Edmonton,—Characterized — without 
hesitation by Hon. J. R. Boyle, Liberal 
leader, as the “most autocratic, ar- 
bitrary and reactionary piece of legts- 
lation enacted by any British Parlia- 
ment in over 200 years,” the Alberta 
Wheat Board Bill came under confict- 
ing review in the provincial legisla- 
ture during the course of fairly lively 
debating. Hon. Mr. Boyle was the 
only one speaking, Aowever, who did 
not announce his intention of support- 
ing the measure. 

Hon, Cc. W. Cross, Edson, com- 
mended the Government for the legis- 
lation, pledged his support to the bill 
and wished the administration every 
success in the venture. 

Premier Greenfield defended the 
bill with vigor “as a farmer, who 
knows the problems which the 
farmers are facing at the present 
time,” he contended. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, Bow Valley, 
admitted he would support the bill, 
. because of the necessity of helping 
out the farming industry, if possible, 
but his exposition of the difficulties 
which will have to be faced in the 
working out of the wheat board plan 
was a reminder of the famous second- 
hand Ford advertisement which point- 
ed out everything imaginable wrong 
with the car, although “a darned good 
car for the Shape it is in.” 


Mr. Mitchell presented an unexpect- 
ed aspect of the situation when he 
protested against the Saskatchewan 
Legislature passing the bill and pro: 
roguing before the Alberta House had 
been able to consider the bill in com- 
mittee, thereby making any.change in 
this province impossible, although 
conditions in the two provinces vary 
greatly. “For the sake of courtesy, 
at least, the Alberta Legislature 
should have had some consideration 
before the bill became law in Saskat- 
chewan and further alterations in the 
act made impossible,” he said. 


At one stage in the debate, after 
Hon. C. W. Cross had spoken, there 
was long silence in the House, and 
the Speaker was on the point of 
calling for the vote on the.question of 
second reading before one of the Far- 
mer members, M. C. McKenn, Lac St. 


Anne, saved the sitaution with a brief 
speech, in which he mainly criticized 


the Dominion Wheat Board Act of last 
session as full of loopholes, and pur 
posely so, he thought. Mr. Mitchell 
took the Government forces sharply 


to task for the silence which they dis- | 


played as private members and as far- 
mers in such a far-reaching piece of 
farming legislature. 

Premier Greenfield, in the-course of 
his address, emphatically denied that 
the Government wanted to “rush” ‘he 
bill through the House, as might be 
indicated by night sessions. He was 
prepared to discuss the legislation 
“until Christmas if necessary.”

London,—The debate in the House 
of Lords indicates that the peers are 
inclined to regard the actual removal 
of the embargo against Canadian 
store cattle as only a matter of time 
and some strong advocates of the 
embargo manifested a disposition to 
accept the situation. 

Proceedings were a continuance of 
the debate started on July 12, when 
Lord Chaplin presented a resolution 
urging the maintenance of the em- 
bargo and Lord Lincolnshire moved a 
resolution demanding the fulfilment 
of the pledge of 1917 that the em- 
bargo would be removed, The weight 
of the speech of July 12 were decided- 
ly against any change of policy, but 
sentiment, it was shown, on the issue, 
has undergone a remarkable change 
in the meantime, 

After a considerable array of pro- 
minent peers had addressed the 
House, the Lord Lincolnshire amend- 
ment favoring unconditional removal 
of the embargo was voted down by 
91 to 63,.but the House adopted the 


Lord Long amendment as a sub- 
Stantiative resolution, accepting the 
conclusions of the Finlay Royal Com- 


mission that Canadian herds were 
free from the plague of pleuro- 
pneumonia and foot and mouth dis- 


ease, and expressing the opinion that 
Steers from the Dominions might be 
admitted as store cattle subject to 
quarantine precautions. 

Lord Ancaster, who represents the 
Board of Agriculture in the upper 
chamber, made it quite plain that he 
anticipated legislation lifting the em- 
bargo and that he was only anxious 
that their removal of thé embargo 
should be accompanied by certain 
safeguards, 

“I recognize,” said Lord Ancaster, 
“that the tide is against us, and that 
we have to expect legislation later. 
I can only hope that if there is a 
reversal of our present policy the 


effect may not be as serious as some 
suppose.”

Fruit and Vegetable Prospects 


Report of the Fruit Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture 


Last year 885,065 barrels of apples 
were produced in Ontario as compar- 
ed with 1,600,000 barrels in 1920, a de- 
crease of 714,935 barrels. This year, 
decording to the July report of the 
Fruit Branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the prospects 
favor a thirty per cent. increase, al- 
though the indications are that the 
crop of Spy, Greening and Baldwin 
will be light. In the other apple-pro- 


ed to be only 75 per cent. of what 
it was last year. Peaches, plums, 
cherries and currants all promise well 
in Ontario. Grapes and raspberries 
look Ike a fair crop, although the lat- 
ter will probably be less than last 
year. Pears will be below the aver- 
age. British Columbia prospects can 
be regarded as about the same. 

A slightly lower acreage has been 
devoted to potatoes this year in all 
the provinces excepting Quebec, 
where there is an increase of six per 
cent. Both in Ontario and British 
Columbia there is an increase of 
thirty per cent. in the acreage sown in 
onions, but in the western province

Ensuring 
Safety In Fogs 


Ships Can Be Guided By Installing 
Simple Device 


A cable despatch from London says 
that the Royal Mail liner Orbita was 
sticcessfully navigated through a nar 
row channel leading to Portsmoatli 
liarbor by electrical signals from the 
Admiralty’s submarine cable laid 20 
miles out to set with the object of 
lessening the fog peril neat the har. 
bor. 

Three years ago Dr. J. C. McLen- 
nan, Professor of Physics at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, delivered an ad- 
dress to the British Northeast Coast 
Institute of Engineers and Shipbuild- 
ers in which he described a number 
of instruments invented during the 
war which would be of great advan- 
tage to trade and navigation In times 
of peace, As Sclentific Adviser to 
the Admiralty he had a share in the 
invention and development of these 
devices, and to one of them the Globe 
on August 23, 1919, referred as fol- 
lows: 

“One of the simplest and most 
feasible methods of improving navi- 
gation appears to be by the use of 
the leader gear. This consists of a 
cable laid on the bottom of the sea, 
along the course of a narrow, tortu- 
ous channel leading into a harbor or 
through a mine field. If an alternat- 
ing current is passed through such a 
cable it is possible by means of deli- 
cate devices installed ona ship, to 
obtain elther aural or visual indica- 
tions of the presence of such a cable, 
and by these indications a ship can 
be guided in safety in fogs or dark- 
ness at speeds as high as 20 knots an 
hour almost with as much precision 
as a tramcar by a trolley wire over 
a railway. Experiment has shown 
that it is a simple matter to apply this 
method in water of sultable depth for 
distances as great as 50 miles or long: 
er. By a leader gear laid in such 
areas as the River St. Lawrence or 
the entrance to Halifax Harbor, Dr. 
McLennan says that in and out lanes 


of traffic can be organized which can 


be maintained with ease in fogs.” 
This was three years ago, but the 
Orbita up to the present time is the 
ship on which the necessary 
equipment has been installed. Ship- 
ping companies are notoriously slow 
to adopt safety devices, and Govern- 
mental action will probably be neces” 
sary to lessen the perils of fog, which 
renders the ablest navigator help

British Livestock Markets 


Prospects for Canadian Fat Cattle at 


Glasgow 
The market for Canadian fat cattle 


for immediate slaughter at Glasgow 
from now until the autumn will show 
a more or less 


marked decline in 
values, according to a report received 
by the Dominion Livestock Branch, 
from a very reliable source in Scot- 
land. It appears that Ireland has 
fairly heavy holdings of good condi- 
tioned cattle, that by the end of the 
month, the first of the big Scottish 
lamb sales take place and very large 
quantities of young mutton will be put 
on the market. As well, the Scottish 
summer crop of cattle is fast matur- 
ing and will also be showing up to 
ward the end of the month. Sup 
plies of cattle therefore promise to be 
very full and will be paralleled by 
ample supplies of frozen and chilled 
meats, 

Further, the purchasing power of 
the British working man is said to be 
weaker than even one year ago. His 
wages are down considerably and 
from indications, will Lkely go some- 
what lower. No reaction in values 
such as experienced during the past 
three years is expected, and, the cor- 
respondent states, the Canadian cattle 
trade can only ‘continue on the basis 
of further reductions in cost of trans- 
portation, The cost of sending a 
carcass from Toronto to Glasgow is 


‘about 6c per pound, or 4c per pound 


on a 1,300-pound steer, a total cost on 
an animal of $42.25. Such cost is out 
of line with British selling prices and 
will ultimately prove a_ prohibitive 
condition,

New Relief Map 


8 Are 


Proving Of Great Value 
8° Prospective Settlers 


When the motorist consults his road 
map or the teacher in the schoolroom 
refers to the wall map, it is ordinarily 
a fiat map. It shows the roads, rall- 
roads, rivers, lakes, cities, towns and 
the other features, all placed upon a 
flat surface. Hills and mountain 
ranges, valleys and prairie lands are 
not distinguished except perhaps by 
conventional signs or lines wihch as- 
sist the mind in its endeavor to pic 
ture the real aspect of the country. 

Mountains, hills or ridges, if shown 
at all, may be indicated by shading or 
a system of fine radiating lines to rep- 
resent shadow, or by a series of lines 
of equal elevations above sea level 
called contour lines. The latter 
method gives actual elevations of the 
Jand and is thus a much more precise 
method than the former as It conveys 
definite information to anyone expert- 
enced in “reading” the contour Ines 
and gives an accurate mental picture 
of the configuration or relief of the 
ground. 

Relief maps have thickness as well 
as length and breadth and one sees 
upon them the valleys and rivers and 
streams, the steep hillsides, the gen- 
tle slopes and level places. One sees 
where railways have to be located to 
get easy grades, where roads require 
to be diverted to avoid steep hills, 
what areas can be drained and the 
direction in which the outlet will be 
found, why some rivers are sluggish 
while others will furnish water power 
and many other things of interest. 
The engineer or municipal officer can 
explain clearly projects unfamllar 
with maps. 

In the opening up of a new country, 
relief maps lend invaluable help in 
that the layman and the prospective 
settler, often unaccustomed to the 
proper interpretation of contour lines, 
may obtain from them a clear under: 
standing of the “lay” of the land be- 
forehand, its proper drainage, the 
grades involved in hauling to market, 
and so on. 

It was out of their need of some such 
means for illustrating the relief in ter- 
ritory where road construction, drain- 
age, clearing of lands and other de- 
velopment work was proposed for sol- 
dier settlement that the Topographi- 
cal Surveys Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior began the mak- 
ing of these maps on a small scale. 
Where there was ‘some specific pur- 
pose to warrant it, they have been 
made from time to time, These re- 
lief maps are constructed in such a 
way that after the first map is pro- 
duced, duplicates are quickly and 
easily made at little cost. 

Although there have been no at- 
tempts at distribution, these maps 
have attracted considerable attention 
and requests have come from various 
organizations to supply different 
models at cost. 

The extended use of relief maps in 
the schools would be a valuable aid to 
the study of geography. They lend 
themselves to a more complete under- 
standing of geographical terms as for 
instance for such features as ridges, 
spurs scarps, cliffs, plateaus, etc. The 
relative elevations of various parts of 
the country Studied would be seen at 
a glance. Drainage areas could be 
worked out by the class and the ques- 
tion of definite or indefinite water- 
Bheds dwelt upon. The location of 
railways, with reference to the con- 
figuration of the country, the grades 
encountered, and the necessity for 
winding courses through hilly or 
mountainous regions would be seen. 


The Hottest Place 

The hottest place in the world has 
been found by the United States 
Weather Bureau. It is in Death Val- 
ley, California, where a substation 
has taken records of the tempera- 
ture for a period of ten years. The| 
extreme maximum temperatures show 
it to be the hottest known region on 
earth. A temperature of 134 degrees 
F. was recorded on July 10, 1913, and 
this is believed by meteorologisis to 
be the highest natural air tempera- 
ture ever recorded with a tested stan- 
dard thermometer exposed in the 
shade under approved conditions,

French Reclaiming Mines 


Have Rebuilt 2,000 Miles of Galleries 
Destroyed by Germans 

The task of reconstruction in the 
Nord and Pas de Calats among the 
coal mines destroyed by the Germans 
is being pushed on with feverish 
activity, according to the Paris corres: 
pondent of The Times, and every 
day brings the moment nearer when 
they will once more be in full swing. 

The report of the work accom. 
plished during 1921 shows wonder- 
ful results. In the Nord the four 
groups have been linked up again; 
pumping operations are virtually ter- 
minated at Azincourt, Thivencelle and 
Vimy; and at Hscarpelle the lower 
stages of all pits will be dry by the 
end of this year. 

The Amaury, d’Aremberg, Tempe, 
Roeux and Blalse-Borne pits are now 
dry, and the remaining five pits will 
be cleared by June of next year. In 
Pas de Calais, at Dourges Courrieres, 
Lens and Lieven, many pits are al- 
ready dry, and in others the water is 
fast disappearing from the bottom. 
Up to the present over 600,000,000 
cubic feet of water have been pumped 
out. 

Reconstruction of pit bottoms is 
proceeding apace, considering the ,ap- 
palling havoc wrought by the en- 
emy. Nearly 2,000 miles of galleries 
had to be rebuilt, of which 600 miles 
had been abandoned during German 
occupation and 1475 miles systematt- 
cally flooded. The reconstruction of 
the bottom is the all important task, 
and it can only be carried out step by 
step. The advance varies between 
forty and twenty inches a day. 


Is the Earth Pear-Shaped? 


Director of French Observatory Sug- 
gests Using Wireless to Find 
Out ne 


Many of us laugh at the people who 
in past times thought the world was 
flat. But are the laughers any more 
correct in their belief that the world 
ts round? 

That it is a sphere, we know, be- 
cause we can see it for ourselves 
when a ship sinks below the horizon. 
But it is not shaped like an orange, 
as many suppose. The “Globe” is 
not a strictly accurate expression for 
it. 

Recent measurements by astronom- 
ers have led to the belief that its 
shape is like that of a-pear. But 
more careful and systematic methods 
are needed to give us exact knowl- 
edge, and the director of a French ob- 
Servatory suggests that we can make 
absolutely sure by means of wireless 

If all wireless stations establish a 
time-chain, signalling to each other 
and recording the distances between 
them calculated by the transmission 
of time, a network of observations 
will be cast around the earth, and by 
working out the results its shape can 
be found. 

This would be valuable as well as 
interesting; many calculations, not 
only of astronomers, but of navyiga- 
tors and geographers, would be af- 
fected by it. And if it were repeat- 
ed at regular intervals, we should 
know whether the shape of the earth 
alters from time to time, and how the 
alterations are caused, 


The Traffic in Titles 


London Post Says There Is Regular 
Schedule of Rates 

The London Morning Post, in the 
course of an article on the sale of 
honors, declares it has evidence that 
not only is there a traffic in titles, but 
there is a regular schedule of rates. 
The price of a knighthood, it says 
ranges from £10,000 to £12,000, and 
a baronetcy from £30,000 to £40,000. 
The prices of higher honors are pro- 
portionately greater. It adds that 
strangers are approached with pro- 
posals to buy honors.

Steamer Quest Is Not Suited for 
Antarctlo Work » 


It is expected that the Quest, the 
exploration ship carrying the adven- 
turous party commanded by the late 
Sir Ernest Shackleton will return to 
Southampton in September next. The 
vessel put in at Cape Town on her 
way home after carrying out the work 
of scientific observation and explora- 
tion which was originally intended. 
En route to this country she will visit 
Trinidad Island, in the South Atlantic. 
Commander Wild, who is in charge of 
the party, is bringing with him a film 
of birds and animal life, of which new 
specimens have been found, and coin- 
plete geological and biological data 
gathered of unknown islands. “I am 
quite satisfied with the results of the 
expedition, but would like to have 
done more,” he declared in an inter- 
view at Cape Town. “Future plans 
are uncertain, but we are not return- 
ing south. We may carry out some 
work in the Pacific, searching for lost 
islands. The ship is rather under- 
powered for Antarctic exploration.” 
The Quest is badly-in need of an over- 
haul, and is leaking slightly as a re- 
sult of collisions with the ice. The 
crew agree that, although a small-size 
vessel is much handier for navigating 
icefields, this has been carried beyond 
the limit in the case of the Quest. 
The men are suffering severely from 
sea-sickness, even seasoned sailors 
like Commanders Wild and Worsley 
succumbing. Further, there is an en- 
tire lack of comfort aboard owing to 
the cramped quarters. The coal sup- 
ply is so small that whale and seal 
blubber had occasionally to be used 
for fuel.

The recent death, in England, of 
Major H. Hesketh-Prichard, removes 
one who was famous as the creator 
of “Don Q,” and who had also other 
claims to distinction. Perhaps the 
most noteworthy of these is the fact 
that he was responsible for the organ- 
ization of the corps of British snipers 
who rendered such valuable service 
during the war. He had many quall- 
fications which peculiarly fitted him 
for this difficult task, among them 
the fact that he had shot big game 
all over the world, even in Labrador 
and Patagonia.

Scientists herald the discovery as 
the outstanding astronomical achieveé 
ment of recent times.

The light, which, travelling at the 
rate of 186,000 miles a second, started 
from these'suns 6,000 years before 
there was any creditable human his- 
tory on this earth, reached here only 
today. 

An airplane travelling from this 
earth at the rate of 200 miles an hour 
would require 30,000 million years to 
reach these twin suns. 

They burn at a temperature of 30,- 
000 degrees Fahrenheit as they whirl 
around one another. One, the more 
massive, is 75 times the bulk of our 
sun. The lesser is 63 times heavier. 

One is 15,000 times as bright as the 
sun, the other 12,000 times as bright. 
Plaskett 1s more than five times as 
large as any other known heavenly 
body. 

Professor Harold Jacobs, of Colum- 
bia University, noted astronomical 
authority, declares it a “most remark- 
able investigation and discovery.” 
{is outstanding among recent astrono- 
mical investigations, he says, and de- 
clares that the measurements record- 
ed by Dr. Plaskett must be accepted 
as most reliable. 


Fire Prevention Day

Loss From Forest Fires 
Timber Destroyed This Year Could 
Have Provided 100,000 Homes 
As a national disaster the loss ol 
the Parliament Buildings by fire was 
trifling compared with the season's 
devastation of Canadian forests, Rob- 


son Black, manager of the Canadian 
Forestry ,Association, stated. 

“On a _ conservative estimate,” he 
added, ‘the Dominion’s forest fire 
losses this year so far have robbed 
the people of more timber than 
would be sufficient to build 100,000 


comfortable homes. 

Mr. Black declared that the lumber 
bill of every Canadian was being 
steadily raised by forest fires. The 
annual plague of burning forests con- 
stitutes the heaviest income tax that 


the ordinary citizen has to face. It 
cannot be too often stressed that 
every forest fire must be paid for. 


The people of Canada own eighty-five 
per cent. of the forest lands in the 
Dominion and for every dollar that a 
private owner loses through fire, the 
workman, and the merchant and goy- 


ernment treasury sacrifices at least 
four, he stated.
